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Dumke says st 


resolutions to the Trustees have 
so far been placed in the pro- 
per committees and will be 
considered. 


‘*Fees must and should be 
raised.’”’ stated State College 
Chancellor Glenn Dumke when 
questioned upon the issue cf 
student fees by the last meet- 
ing of student presidents. 

Dumke was questioned at the 
Feb. 28-March 1 meeting of 
the California State College 
President’s Association held at 
San Diego State College. 

Questioned on the Collier 
Bill, which concerns the re- 
constructing of student fees, 
Dunke said that the increased 
fees can either come from a 
revision of the general tax 
structure or from the students 
themselves. 

To educate a state college 
student costs $1100 a year. 
The Board of Trustees feels 
that the student should pay a 
fixed percentage of this. 

Fees may also come from 
such student services as the 
residence halls, bookstore, 
cafeteria, placement fees and 
student health. In short, stu- 
dents would pay for any thing 
not considered as an academic 


pursuit. 


ASSOCIATION RECOGNIZED 

Speaking for three hours the 
Chancellor gave a sign that 
recognition has been won by the 
CSCSPA, John Fitzgerald, A- 
SSSC president, stated that the 
most impressive thing about 
the conference is the ‘‘recog- 
nition we’ve been given by the 
trustees, and the importance 
that they place on the associa- 
tion,’? 

Keeping tabs on the associa- 
tion, Dr. Donald Gerth from 
the Chancellor’s office attended 
every session, including sub- 
committee meetings. 

Official action was taken by 
the CSCSPA numbered only two, 
one on athletic policy and an- 
other on free speech in the 
colleges, 

Any official action by the 
association is in the form of 
a resolution and is sent to the 
Trustees for their action. All 
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ATHLETIC POLICY 

In the field of athletic policy 
the association stated that each 
state college should be allowed 
“complete freedom to develop 
an adequate athletic program 
within the scope of their indi- 
vidual interpretation of aca- 
demic excelience.’’ This was 
a move ‘o foil San Jose State 
Coilege’s plan for centraliza- 
tion of athletics. 

Freedom in the state col- 
leges, in the field of student 
expression, publications, and 
speakers, was the topic of the 
second resolution, The CSCSPA 
stated that it believed the State 
college system should adopt 
policys guaranteeing each in- 
dividual the right to be sole

While we are growing at about 
the rate of 1,000 students per 
year, we are faced with the 
necessity of using the same 
plant for two years before any 
new buildings will be in use, 
Cox continued, 

Decision to build new facili- 
ties on state college campusses 
is based upon evaluation of full- 
time equivalent figured by the 
Chancelors office of the Cali- 
fornia State College System. 

Full-time equivalent is 
generally figured by taking the 
total number of student credit 
hours for a given semester and 
dividing it by 15. Fifteen is 
considered to be the average 
number of hours per student. 

The total number of hours, 
however, reflects both full and 
part-time registration, Cox 
pointed out. 

Several other items are now 
taken into consideration on 
capital outlay for the building 
program. The chancelior’s of- 
fice decided that buildings are 
not required for students who 
attend only on a part-time basis,

The concept of regular FTE 
has, therefore, been developed. 
Under this plan, only those stu- 
dents carrying more than six 
units have their hours counted 
to determine building needs. 

It was further decided that it 
is not necessary to construct 
buildings for those who attend 
classes after 5 p.m, This is 
known as FTE 8-5. 

Now when the building needs 
of a college are evaluated only 
the hours of students attending 
classes during daylight hours 
on a full-time basis are counted. 

Since capital outlay monies 
are scarce,’? Cox commented, 
“there just aren’t enough funds 
to build all that each campus 
thinks it needs. 

“One way to cut down is to 
reduce the base against which 
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10,000 enrollment possible 


the plans are laid.’’ 

To students and professors, 
this means larger classes and 
the less preferred late after- 
noon class times, Cox remark- 
ed. In this way, each facility 
is being used to its fullest 


capacity, 
Projection allowances have 
also been cut. Cox said that 


where they used to be able to 
project lab enrollments seven 
years in advance they can only 
project five years now, Lecture 
facility needs have been cut 
from a five to three year pro- 
jection. 

All is not dark, however, 
A new science building is on 
the drawing board. Both it and 
the new music building are ex- 
pected to be completed by the 
fall of 1966 or ’67,

The Hornet is in a position 
to shape the campus’ opinion 
of the Residence Halls. Since 
it holds this position it is my 
Opinion that the editor should 
accept the responsibility of see- 
ing that all reporting is based 
on fact and is not biased or 
editorialized. The Hornet staff 
has apparently decided to ignore 
this responsibility ever since 
November 8 when it began to 
utilize journalistic tricks to 
create negative feelings to- 
wards the Residence Halls. 

Half inch headlines scream- 
ing “Students Flaunt Edict’ 
and a retouched photo adorned 
page 1 of the November 8 issue 
of the Hornet. Page 1 of the 
Nov. 15 and Feb, 21 issues 
continued to present this nega- 
tively biased view of the Resi- 
dence Halls, On page 8 of the 
Feb, 21 issue, the Hornet fur- 
thered its attacks on the halls 
by the supposed quotation from 
Dr. Donald Bailey, dean of Stu- 
dents; ‘‘The standards commit- 
tees in the halls should take 
some action,’’ I have a signed 
statement from Dean Bailey 
saying that this quotation was 
a distortion and his reference 
to the standards committees 
in the halls was that they had 
been doing a good job, not that 
they were not doing their job 
as was inferred by the quota- 
tion. 

If a campus newspaper is 
going to report on an issue, 
such as the painting of the 
Residence Halls, it should look 
further than just for big head- 
lines and eye catching pictures, 
It should find out why the stu- 
dents are protesting.

the World Affairs Program. 
Within this program lies the 
area of Foreign Student Affairs. 
In recent years little has been 
accomplished under this pro- 
gram. The Foreign Student Af- 
fairs area must be reactivated. 
I would suggest the appoint- 
ment of a Foreign Student Af- 
fairs Co-ordinator. Under his 
direction would be a panel of 
students delegated to help 
foreign exchange students be- 
come acquainted with the way 
of life on the American cam- 
pus and in the Sacramento com- 
munity. 

Duties of students on this 
panel under Foreign Student 
Affairs, would be as follows: 

1, When the exchange student 
arrives in Sacramento a mem- 
ber of the pane] would be there 
to greet him. This panel mem- 
ber could then take the student 
home with him and allow him to 
rest there from his trip. 

2. Panel members would 
serve as guides to make the 
student feel more at ease in 
his search for a place to stay. 

3. A pre-orientation period 
geared to the problems of 
foreign students should precede 
the pre-registration orienta- 
tion for new students. The panel 
members serving in this orien- 
tation program would take a 
personal interest in the prob- 
lems which foreign students 
face while first adjusting to a 
new country, community and 
campus. 

4. Students on the panel would 
introduce the visiting students 
to various phases of coliege 
life through the Cosmopolitan 
club, clubs within their area 
of study or interest and other 
groups of students. 

5. Panel members should 
actively participate in the fact 
finding, planning and building 
of an international center or 
an international house. The 
World Affairs Council of Sac- 
ramento, a body interested in 
aiding foreign students, is cur- 
rently discussing the building 
of such a facility. Sacramento 
State should have a student 
representative on this Council, 
This would be the duty of the 
Foreign Student Affairs Co- 
ordinator. 

This Foreign Student Affairs 
Panel could do much to alle- 
viate the frustrations and dis- 
appointments due to misinfor- 
mation about the U,S, Steps 
should be taken to acquaint 
future students with American 
campus life before these 
problems and disappointments 
arise.
